The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Each of independent 
claims 1 and 8 are now distinguished in view of respective recitations of method or apparatus 
including at least one double-cone well pump unit, of a well pump arrangement, located in a well 
in combination with a purification unit to obtain sweet water and contaminated solution and 
utilizing or returning (or equivalent structure) the contaminated solution as a feed for the well 
pump arrangement. In addition to distinguishing over the applied prior art of record, the instant 
claims now distinguish over Black patent 4,603,735 which discloses a jet or double cone pump 
in a well, and storage reservoirs and separation units in recirculating relationship, however no 
purification or separation unit to separate fluid into purified fluid and contaminated solution with 
means to recirculate such contaminated solution. Coberly patent 2,682,225 is also recited of 
interest for recitation of jet or double cone pumps in series arrangement in a well.
